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Claims 1-9 are herein deemed allowable over the prior art of record, the reasons for 
allowance are as follows: 

In regards to claim 1 the prior art of record does not discloses nor fairly suggest an image 
pickup apparatus wherein said correction reference signal generation means referring to address 
information relating to defective pixels in the vertical optical black pixel portion of the image 
pickup device and using only non-defective pixels in the vertical optical black portion for 
generating said correction reference signal in combination with the other claimed elements. 

Examiner notes that as presented in the previous Office Action that the prior art discloses 
to store address information of defective pixels on an image sensor and further to correct those 
defective pixels using neighboring pixels. As such, the defective pixels would be used in the 
prior art, namely the corrected defective pixels. None of the prior art of record disclose nor 
preclude to use only non-defective pixels, namely to ignore those pixel locations that are 
defective as described in the instant invention on page 14, line 22 - page 15, line 18 and page 18, 
line 16 - page 19, line 17. 

Claims 2 and 3 depend from claim 1 . 

The reasons for allowance of claims 4 and 8 are substantially similar to that for claim 1 . 
Claims 5-7 and 9 depend from claims 4 and 8 respectively.
